joyous ceremony. Six neatly wrap- 
ped parcels came to light when the 
cover was removed, each one scaled 
and numbered. 

A card was also enclosed upon 
which was written the statement: 
"Parcel No. 1 to be used on the 
FIRST RAIXY DAY, No. 2 on the 
SKCOND RAINY DAY. etc., the 
BOX with the rest of the parcels to 
be put away sufely until needed." 

Upon opening the parcels on suc- 
cessive rainy days, the children dds- 
! covered that eaeh contained simple, 
inexpensive things but in each in- 
stance materials which furnished 
opportunity for self expression, 
which would give legitimate outlet 
for stored -up energy. 

Iu the Hist parcel— two pairs of 
blunt scissors; a pad of coarse pa- 
per; a dozen pictures -selected from 
magazines or newspapers, to be us- 
ed as cut-outs; in this way MggWt- 
ing a source of unlimited material. 

In successive parcels — two tubes 
of parte and a package of papers of 
varied shapes and colors. 

Xo. Two day pipe* and a 
small cake of soap. 

No. 4. One pound of plasticene 
for modeling. 

No. 5. Two boxes of wax cray- 
ons; a pad of drawing paper, pic- 
tures to color, landscapes, dolls, 
doll dresses and animals. 

Xo. fi. Several metal-tipped 
strings and two boxes of large glass 
beads differing in form and color. 

Many other suggestive play ma- 
terials could be included in such a 
box, always keeping in mind the 
•number of children iu the family, 
their respective ages and natural in

Before mak- 
ing the apportionment to the several 
states the acting secretary of agri- 
culture deducted $3,000,000 or 3 
per cent, as the estimated cost of 
administering the two acts.

FERTILIZERS FOR WHEAT 

With 16 per cent neid phosphate 
costing more than $30, it become-' 
n question in the minds of some 
farmers as to whether or not it will 
pay to n«e this hijrh priced phos- 
phate <>n wheat, I'rol. Ueorjre Rob- 
ert-, head of the Agronomy Depart- 
ment, of the College of Agriculture, 
pives the following results taken 
from the experimental fields. These 
records cover a period of from 4 to 
(i year- and were made on praeticml- 
ly nil types of soils outside of the 
fjeatrnl Rluejrrass. On untreated 
land that produced I hu-hels of 
wheat |>er ncre he found that when 
200 pounds of Hi per cent acid 
phosphate was applied it pave an 
increase of 4 1-2 bushel- of when! 
and where the ground was limed and 
fertilized with 200 pounds of 10 per 
cent acid phosphate gmo an in- 
crense of fl l>u-hel-. \U< experi- 
ments show that on unlirued soil raw 
ground rock phosphate ha> piven as 
pood or better results on the avernpe 
thnn nn equal investment in acid 
pho-phnte. This raw ground rock 
pho-phnte cannot be used in small 
quantities drilled at wheat sowing 
time; but it should be applied at the 
rate of 1000 to 2000 pounds broad- 
cast and well mixed with the soil 
When the price of neid phosphate 
liecomes more than twice as much 
per ton as rock phosphate he be- 
lieves the fanner may well con-idc, 
•be use of the latter, especially on 
iml'inied soil.
